The people of the state of Wisconsin, repre.sented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

That Henry Scheel, H. Mehren, H. Ket-
tler, F. Kramer, G. Stark, H. Moller, and their-succes-
sors, are hereby created a body corporate with perpetual

vested in & board consisting of a president and six
trustees, to be chosen annually by the members of said
Lutheran Evangelical German church, from their mem-
bers, and who shall hold their offices until their succes-

Clusification.  80ors are duly elected. A majority of such trustees
shall constitute a quorum. Of the first six trustees
chosen, two shall be elected for one year, two shall be
elected for two years, and two shall be elected for three
years. The regular ordained pastor of said church
shall be ez officio president of the board of trustees.

AN ACT to authorize Jesse Spalding to build, keep and maintain &
boom on the Menomones river, in the county of Oconto, in the
state of Wisoonsin.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Secrion 1. Jesse Spalding, his associates, succes- Authority to
